New York , May 25 .—The methods 
followed in the Wall street offices of 
the su gar tru st by which the comp any 
discriminated between the gov ernment 
du ty on false weights of su gar and the 
su gar ship p ers on tru e weights were 
described for the first time in the trial 
of Charles R. Heik e, the secretary of 
the comp any , and the other defendants 
in the United States circu it cou rt. 
Until the p resent case the trail has 
nev er been followed u p bey ond the big 
W illiamsbu rgh refinery of the tru st, 
where the false weighing went on. Ev ­ 
idently with a v iew of 
connecting 
Heik e, the only defendant in the p res­ 
ent trial who was an officer of the 
comp any at 117 Wall street, Prosecu ­ 
tor Stimson called two clerk s emp loy ed 
in the Wall street office. 
From their 
testimony it was brou ght ou t that 
there was no comp arison of the gov ­ 
ernm ent weight and the real weight 
for p u rp oses of correction, thou gh the 
two sets of figu res were handled by 
men sitting less than two feet ap art. 
John A. Thomp son, the first of the 
Wall street witnesses, and who has 
been 
with the 
comp any 
thirty -fiv e 
y ears, was the man who p aid the ship ­ 
p ers of the su gar. He testified that he 
got the weights u sed in his calcu la­ 
tions from the city weighers. 
Before 
p ay ing the ship p ers he sent the* city 
weigher’s retu rn ov er to be “O. K.’d" 
by Bendernagle, the cashier at the re­ 
finery . 
In the case of the m erchants being 
p aid on the. city weighers' retu rns, 
Thomp son did not see the gov ernment 
figu res at all, bu t he did see them 
when he p aid m erchants on the inv oice 
weight, the weight tak en at the p oint 
of ship ment. 
In su ch a case, if there 
was more than 2 p er cent difference 
between the inv oice weight and the 
gov ernment weight he was ordered to 
rep ort the m atter to Bendernagle. 
Bendernagle, he said, wrou ld call him 
u p in half an hou r and tell him to go 
ahead and p ay . 
“Who directed y ou to call u p Mr. 
Bendernagle abou t the differences?” 
ask ed Mr. Denison, for the gov ern­ 
ment. 
“Mr. H. O. Hav emey er,” the witness 
rep lied. 
“Did Mr. Heik e k now any thing abou t 
these telep hone calls?” 
“No, sir, he did not.” 
Thomp son said that he nev er had 
any commu nication with Heik e abou t 
weights. 
From him the gov ernment 
brou ght ou t the p oint that whereas the 
comp any p aid freight charges at one 
time on the gov ernment weights as a 
basis, after the frau ds began, it p aid 
these charges 
on the city weights. 
Thomp son said that he noticed at the 
time of the discov ery of the frau ds 
that the differences in weight fell off 
and rep orted it to Bendernagle, who 
did not say any thing. George H. Beck ­ 
er, another clerk in the offices, de­ 
scribed the sy stem by which the du ty 
was* p aid. 
A clerk named Dennison, 
sitting a few feet from Thomp son, 
drew ihe check s for the gov ernment 
du ty . 
He work ed in conju nction with 
Baron Worden. 
The latter was an 
Au strian, wu o work ed for H. O. Hav e- 
mey er for many y ears and was the 
comp any ’s man at the cu stom hou se. 
He wou ld rep ort to Dennison what the 
gov ernment weights were at the cu s­ 
tom hou se and then Dennison wou ld 
draw the check . 
He nev er saw any 
other figu res. 
Throu gh the testimony of other wit­ 
nesses called by the gov ernment, all 
of them emp loy es in the refinery , it 
wras brou ght ou t that p ractically all 
the book s and p ap ers which might 
throw some light on the frau ds were 
missing from the office of Bendernagle 
and Gerhracht at the refinery when 
search was made for them, and hav e 
nev er been fou nd. 
From the office of Gerbracht, the 
general su p erintendent of the refinery , 
who is one of the p resent defendants, 
there is missing the letter-p ress cop y 
book s, according to the testimony of 
J. F. Poole, who su cceeded Garbracht 
as su p erintendent. 
Poole said that 
there were also missing ap p arently a 
lot of imp ortant p ap ers from the file 
in the office for y ears back . 
Ap p ar- 
ently 'the p ap ers inclu ded letters p ass­ 
ing between the refinery and the Wall 
street offices. 
It ap p eared that the 
gov ernment had tried to get hold of 
these docu ments right after the frau ds 
were discov ered, bu t somebody had 
seen to it that they were gone then, it 
wou ld seem.

State Superintendent of Pub lic In­ 
struction R. J. Aley says the pub lic 
schools should b e open during the 
whole year. It is our opinion that the 
children of Rushville will b e much 
b etter with the schools closed at least 
three months in the year. More than 
that there is plenty of room to ques­ 
tion the strength of Mr. Alev’s prop­ 
osition even for the larger cities. 
It has long b een the contention of 
educators that the three months’ va­ 
cation was detrimental to the progress 
of the child’s education. They say he 
forgets so much in that time that the 
connection of the work is 
b roken. 
Their statement contains consider­ 
ab le truth, b ut at that the child with 
present advantages makes sufficient 
progress to enab le him to complete 
eight years of common school, four 
years of high school work, and four 
years in college b y the 
time he is 
twenty-two. 
If the average student 
gets through any sooner than that he 
lias learned some things b efore he is 
ab le to appreciate them. 
The child’s health is far more im­ 
portant than the rapid progress of 
his education. 
The numb er of pains
